Order of Merit 
King Given 
High Award 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—(CP) 
+—Prime Minister Mackenzie 


King of Canada, yesterday | 


accepted from the King mem- 
bership in the Order of Merit, 
restricted to 24 members and 
the highest award His 
Majesty can bestow which 
does not carry a title. 

THE PRIME MINISTER first 
Canadian to receive the honor, 
spent five hours with the Royal 
Family and personally gave Prin- 
cess Elizabeth an invitation to visit 

\ Canada with her prospective bride- 
groom, Lieut. Philip Mountbatten, 
as soon as possible after the 
Royal Wedding Thursday. 

While the Princess thanked him 
and hoped for the opportunity to 
see the Dominion she could give 
no date for such a trip. 

The Canadian leader, who also 
ftmspected the wedding gifts at St. 
James’ Palace, said the visit “was 
one of the most memorable days 
of my life.” 

The Order of Merit was instityted 
{mn 1902 by King Edward VII and 
4s a personal gift of the Sovereign. 

Normally it is given to persons 
who have rendered “exceptional 
meritorius service” in the service 
of the crown or towards the ad- 
wancement of art, literature and 
pcience. 

Holders include a distinguished 
eompany of artists, authors and 
statesmen, including Winston

To Cut Sugar 
Price One Cent 


OTTAWA, Nov. 18—(CP)— A 
prices board order will be issued 
shortly reducing the ceiling on 
sugar by one cent a pound, it was 
learned today. 

This will bring the price of sugar 
back to the level it held before the 
ceiling was raised by one cent earl- 
ier this month to meet higher world 
prices. The move follows the an- 
nouncement last night of elimina- 
tion of the one-cent-a-pound excise 
tax on sugar. 

The excise tax, collected at the 
refineries, has been paid entirely 
by the consumer, who now will 
get the full benefit of the reduction. 
Present price of sugar in Canada 
varies from nine to 10 cents a 
pound, and the new price will be 
one cent lower,

Immense New Market 


Tariff Changes Mean 


Millions to Farmers

OTTAWA, Nov. 18. — An immense new market in the 
United States worth millions of new dollars to prairie farm- 
ers, dairymen, wheat, livestock and poultry growers and 
lumbermen will be opened by United States tariff concessions 
in the new international trade agreements — when present 
Canadian emergency trade controls are lifted. 

Tariff cuts as much as 50 per®: 
cent—the maximum possible reduc- 
tion under U.S. law apply to Can- 
adian lumber, wheat, flour, barley, | 
rye, nearly all feedstuffs, live poul- | 
try, butter, and fresh, frozen, and 
chilled, beef and veal. The egg 
duty is cut from 5 to 3% cents a 
dozen. 

One of the biggest concessions is 
the increased U.S. quota on live 
cattle over 700 pounds, raised from 
225,000 head per calendar year to 
400,000 head fcr the twelve months 
beginning April 1 each year. The 
change in date is vital. The Can- 
adian cattle quota is filled on a 
quarterly basis. Starting the ex- 
port year April 1 means that the} 
ful] quota of 120,000 head may be 
shipping during October, November 
and December, the period of heav- 
iest maketings. 

Simultaneously, prairie house- 
wives especially will benefit by 
substantial Canadian tariff cuts 
applying to imports from all favor- 
ed nations. Nearly every item of 
household use is helped, from re- 
frigerators, china and glassware, 
kitchenware to bicycles, furniture, 
baby carriages and fresh winter 
vegetables, oranges, fresh grape- 
fruit and scores of other like items. 

Revelations of the tariff cuts and 
increased quotas in the new agree- 
ments were not only surprising in 
extent: they mark what will amount 
to an economic revolution in West- 
ern Canada 

IN RAISING the quota of live 
cattle admitted to the U.S. to 400,- 
000 head annually, the U.S. rate of 
duty within the quota continues 
at 1% cents a pound. But in ex- 
cess of the quota, the duty is re-

The question of dumping duties 
also has to await parliamentary 
action, Dumping duties can only 
be applied under the Geneva pro- 
visions to the extent a country 
seeks to export goods below the 
domestic prices of those goods. 
Canada’s extensive machinery of 
protection against dumping, which 
has not been in use since the war 
because no country had surpluses 
it desired to dump, will largely dis- 
appear. 

THE WHOLE TARIFF negotia- 
tions now will be transferred to 
Havana when other nations will 
have an opportunity to accept the 
master agreement and negotiate on 
new items not included in the lists 
released today. In the meantime 
all the 30 or so nations having most 
favored nation agreements with 
Canada will automatically enjoy 
any benefits from the new schedul- 
es when they come into effect on 
Jan, 1. 

The 17 countries signing the 
agreements already had most fav- 
ored nation agreements with Can- 
ada but it is hoped nearly all the 
nations in the United Nations will 
adhere to the agreements. 

THE NEW TARIFFS should re- 
sult in important shifts in Can- 
adian exports but government ex- 
perts are optimistic that the net 
result will be that Canadian ex- 
ports will increase all across the 
board provided she has the exports 
to sell. They will increase par- 
ticularly in our business with Unit- 
ed States where it will help the 
exchange position. 


To Prevent Floods

LIFES CGGEL DECISIONS 


Will Have to Do 


OTTAWA, Nov. 18, — (CP) — 
Dreams of a shiny, new post-war 
auto sometime soon proved just 
a bubble that burst before the 
eyes of Canadians last night—a 


victim of the Dominion’s “aus- 
terity” program to save vital 
American dollars. 

Announcing restrictions, the 
government fired two quick 


blasts in the direction of the auto 
trade in the form of an import 
ban and taxes that dashed hopes 
of car-hunting Canadians. 

Finance Minister Abbott said 
that the import of motor vehicles 
—most of which come from the 
United States—is banned, effective 
today, though shipments on the 
way, if any, will be allowed entry. 
The one small glimmer was the 
finance minister's promise that 
the ban would be only temporary 
that it was hoped later to place 
autos on an import quota basis. 

As for cars made in Canada, 
most of which have at least some 
American-made parts which drain 
U.S. dollars from Canada, _ the 
government slapped on a tax. 

Effective today anyone buying 
a new car, whether it be imported, 
manufactured or producd in Can- 
ada, will pay a 25 per cent tax— 
instead of 10 per cent — on a 
machine valued at $1,200 or less; 
25 per cent on the first $1,200 and 
50 per cent in excess of that 
amount on a car valued at not 
more than $2,000. 

On a car valued at more than 
$2,000 Canadians will have to pay 
25 per cent on $1,200, plus 50 per 
cent on $800 plus 75 per cent on 
|the amount in excess of $2,000 
|before they can drive it away.

the Pool, at Regina, came ghe following state- 
ment: 

“Packing companies and labor union 
leaders raust be brought to realize that unless 
they can find a more satisfactory method of 
adjusting labor relations than the method 
used in recent years, the livestock industry 
may well reach the point where it ceases to 
be an important factor, either in the agri- 


cultural industry, or in the business of pack- 
ing plant operation and its ability to provide 
employment in western Canada.” 

This warning comes from a provincial 
organization the men who supply the 
packing plants with their raw materials. It 
is a straight tip that these producers cannot | 
see satisfactory profits for themselves unless 
the plants are to operate without interrup- 
tion; and that they are strongly tempted to 
let livestock production dwindle away unless 
they get some better assurance than they 
now have that they will be able to market 
meat animals as soon as these are ready. 

What will happen to the plants and their 
employes if the farmers are driven to the 
point of clearing off their flocks and herds 
does not need to be elaborated, and does not 
admit of any doubt. In that event the plants 
will close down, and the employes will lose 
their jobs. 

The Pool recommends that a Royal Com- 
mission be set up to find the “more satis- 
factory method” that is needed to settle dis- 
putes and prevent the industry being ruined 
by the “off again on again” method of opera- 
tion. The Saskatchewan stock-producers 
evidently are not convinced that the outlook 
as it now exists is good enough to warrant 
them in taking the risk of carrying on pro- 
duction on any large scale. 

There is no reason to suppose that 
farmers in Alberta and Manitoba are any 
better satisfied with the outlook. They suf- 
fered as heavily as those in Saskatchewan 
from the recent tieing-up of the plants, and 
are probably in the same state of uncertainty 
as to whether it is worth their while to go on 
raising meat animals

Every one therefore 
has a personal interest in preventing its 
spread, as in providing good treatment for 
those who are attacked by it. Buying seals 
is buying safety. 

No price is set for the sheets‘of seals 
Bent out through the mails. It is left to the 
recipient to say what he can afford to con- 
tribute. But it should not be forgotten that 
to produce these very little 
tokens of the Christmas time costs money. 
The surplus, over and above the cost of pro- 
duction, is the amount that goes into the 
anti-tuberculosis campaign chest. For this 
added reason every person should make 
his contribution on a generous scale

The body 
never emerges from an illness quite 
as fit as it was before, and the 
cumulative effect over many years 
may account for many of the in« 
firmities of old ave with vital tis« 
sues badly degenerated, 

Another significant finding 
that when the red corpuscles start 
to “sludge,” they are attacked by 
white corpuscles — one of whose 
normal duties is to maintain the 
swift flow of the blood stream. This 
is essential, but may lead to severe 
anemia if carried far enough. In one 
observed case, one-third of all a 
monkey's red cells were destroyed 
in this way in about three hours.
